Lincolnite's  Album  Depicts  Civil  War  Period

At  the  close  of  the  Civil  war 
a  young  Wisconsin  cavalryman 
went  to  Davenport,  la.,  4o  begin 
his  career  as  a  doctor. 
t  At  the  same  time  he  compiled 
in  a  small  album  the  many 
photographs  which  he  had  col- 
lected during  the  war  years. 

This  young  man  was  Dr.  Al- 
bert Bishop,  the  late  father  of 
Granville  A.  Bishop  of  315  No. 
29th,  the  present  owner  of  the 
album.  / 

THE  PHOTOGRAPHS,  all  re- 
markably sharp  and  well  pre- 
served, are  those  of  the  promi- 
nent figures  of  the  Civil  war  pe- 
riod. The  first  in  the  book  is  of 
Abraham  Lincoln.  The  print 
bears  the  seal  of  a  photographer, 
W.  M.  Elrod,  Excelsior  gallery, 
No.  321  Market  street  bet.  3rd 
and  4th,  Louisville,  Ky. 

Feb.  12  is  an  especially  good 
day  to  look  back  thru  the  album, 
Granville  Bishop  feels.  For  it  is 
the  141st  anniversary  of  the 
birth  of  President  Lincoln.  The 
pictures  capture  some  of  the 
stormy  history  surrounding  the 
nation's  ill-fated  Civil  war 
leader. 

Others  in  the  collection  are  of 
generals  Grant,  Sherman,  Logan, 
Sheridan,  McClelland  and  Mc- 
pherson, as  well  as  numerous 
tintypes  of  Dr.  Bishop  and  his 
family  and  friends  as  they  ap- 
peared at  the  close  of  the  war.

I  have  your  letter  of  March  17th  regarding  the  Lincoln 
engraving  by  Perriene  which  you  have  in  your  possession.    I  have 
studied  your  letter  and  it  is  difficult  for  me  to  know  exactly  what 
size  or  condition  is  to  be  taken  into  consideration  for  an  appraisal 
of  its  value. 

By  looking  at  the  photograph  which  you  have  enclosed,  I 
am  familiar  with  the  picture  and  we  have  undoubtedly  several  copies 
in  our  vast  collection  of  pictorial  Lincolniana. 

While  this  engraving  is  exceptionally  fine,  I  do  not 
believe  that  it  would  command  a  very  high  price.    There  is  no  standard 
value  on  Lincoln  engravings  and  no  ready  market  for  the  disposition 
of  same.
